OYSTER BAY, Aug. 24.—President Roosevelt has adopted 
the Carnegie spelling reform movement. The President issued 
orders today to Public Printer Stillings that hereafter all messages 
from the President and all other documents emanating from the 
White House shall be printed in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the spelling reform committee headed by Brander Mat- 
thews, professor of English at Columbia University. 

This committee had published a list of words in which the 
spelling is reformed. This list contains such words as ‘‘thru,’’ and 
‘tho’ as the spelling for ‘‘through’’ and ‘‘though.’’ They are 
typical of the ‘‘reform”’ spelling.

In the Four Courts holdover Friday 
Policeman Michael McNamara of the 
Broadway squad, who shot and killed 
his young wife, Nellie McNamara, from 
whom he was separated, and her escort, 
James J. Brophy, a bartender, in the 
Hotet Royal, Eighteenth and Olive 
streets, Thursday night, calmly § ex- 
pressed confidence that he would be ex- 
onerated by the Coroner's jury. 

Brophy’s wife is said to be in Kansas 
City. His relatives disagree as_ to 
whether there had been a separation 
His 9-year-old daughter lived with him 
at his mother’s home. 

The inquest is to be held Saturday 
morning. The next step will be exam- 
ination of a transcript of the evidence 
by the Circuit Attorney's office and pre- 
sentation of the case to the grand jury. 
This usually takes several weeks. 

Chief Gillaspy told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that he had been try- 
ing to effect a reconciliation between 
McNamara and his wife for several 
weeks, 

‘‘Mrs. McNamara called to see me two 
weeks ago,”’ said the Chief. ‘She com- 
plained that her husband was not treat- 
ing her right. I sent for McNamara 
and he and his wife talked over their 
differences in my office. Mrs. McNa- 
mara heaped all sorts-of abuse on her 
husband. She told him he was ‘the 
meanest man on earth.’ 

“He offered to give her $30 a month. 
‘You don’t love me,’ hé said. ‘All you 
care for me:is to get my salary every 
month.’ 

“*yes and I'll keep on getting it 
every month,’ Mrs. McNamara replied. 
Then she asked me to prefer charges 
against her husband. TI told her she 
had not stated any grounds on which 
charges could be filed. I told her I 
was willing to do all in my power to 
adjust her domestic troubles, but that 
I would not be a pz-rty to any perse- 
cution. 

Eatranged Another Patr. 

“Barly this week McNamara came to 
me and told me that his wife attended 
a party last Saturday nivht at the home 
of a Mrs. Donegan, 3876 Faston avenue. 
She was escorted there by a man an- 
swering Brophy’s description. McNa- 
mara did not know Brophy, but some- 
one told him his wife, while at the 
party, was ‘cutting up capers’ with a 
married man who lives on Page ave- 
nue. It seems that the married man 
had dropped tn at the party with a 
gentleman friend and met Mrs. Mc- 
Namara quite by accident. He danced 
several times with her. Later McNa- 
mara was informed of the matter, and 
he went to the Page avenue house to 
see the man. The man was not at home 
and McNamara told the man's wifé 
why he had come. This resulted in an 
estrangement between the man and his 
wife. 

“Later I received word from the man 
—I do not know his name or the num- 
ber of his house—that he had met Mrs. 
McNamara for the first time at the 
dance. He explained that he did not 
know she was a married woman, and 
said he wanted to apologize to McNa- 


mara. TI sent for McNamara again and: 


explained the matter fully to him and 
advised him against acting rashly.

JUDGE M’DONALD DOESN’T 


Frederick W. Lehmann, president of 
the Public [Abrany Board, approves of 
the modification and simplification of 
spelling. .He said: 

“Of course, the action of the President 
in adopting the Carnegie spelling will 
have a tendency toward the universal 
(adoption of the simplified spelling of 


those particular words, but does not 
necessarily mean that the dictionaries 
have to change the words nor does it 
mean compulsory action of the schools. 
The only case carn now recall where 
legal action was taken toward the adop- 
tion of certain spelling or pronunciation 
of a word, was when the Legislature 
changed the pronunciation of Arkansas 
to ‘Arkansaw.’ 
‘“T approve of the simplification of the 
spelling and pronunciation of words and 
think that the time will come when all 
of the lengthy and difficult words will 
be greatly changed and modified. Great 
changes have occurred since I was a 
boy and many words have been modified, 
both in spelling and pronunciation. Of 
course, I do not mean to say that a 
revolution will take place, but reform in 
spelling will gradually occur. I do not 
recall all of the words suggested by Car- 
negie, but approve of what I remember.” 
Judge Jesse McDonald does not Pe. 
prove of the action of the President in 
adopting the suggestion of Carnegie in 
spelling. He said: 
‘The adoption of Carnegie’s 
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equally as prominent as Carnegie and

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 24.—The 
police here believe they have the mur- 
derer of Sarah Schafer, the Bedford, 
Ind., school teacher, in the person of 


of Ernest Tanksley, arrested here yes- 


terday on a charge of kidnaping Nel- 
lie Rainey, 17 years old. 

The kidnaping charge will hardly 
stick, as the woman claims she left 
home of her own accord and later 
joined Tanksley. 

What is believed to be startling evi- 
dence has been placed in the hands of 
the Prosecuting Attorney at Bedford 
within the past two weeks that makes 
him believe the murderer of the 
School teacher is now in custody. 

A bundle of letters written by 
Tanksley to Miss Rainey previous to 
the Schafer murder was recently dis- 
covered by the father of the girl, and 
in one of them Tanksley asked her 
to meet him on the very night of the 
murder of Miss Schafer and at the 
very place the crime was committed. 

This letter leads to the belief that 
Tanksley intended to kill Miss Rat- 
ney, and that Miss Schafer, who was 
about the same size and age as Miss 
Rainey, passed the fatal point at the 
time the man was expecting Miss Rali- 
ney, and that he dragged her into the 
alley and murdered her without 
knowing he had the wrong woman. 

Since the receipt of the letter in 
question that furnished the clew the 
Prosecuting Attorney has been busy 
and belleves he has collected enough 
nonce to convict Tanksley. The 

arshal of Bedford and the father of 
Miss Rainey arrived at the time 
Tanksley was taken in custody, and 
will leave with the pair for Bedford 
today. 

Miss Rainey, whose home is at Helton- 
ville, near Bedford, says she 1 com- 
mit suicide rather than testify against

Judge Tracy Says He Will Try 
to Discourage Auto Speed ~ 
Madness. 








FLIGHT INCREASES FINE 





City Hall Police Court Will Be 
Bad Place for Reckless 
Chauffeurs. 


The minimum fine for violation of the 
automobile speed-limit ordinance will 
hereafter be $25, in the City Hall Police 
Court, no matter what mitigating cir- 
cumstances appear, and the fine will be 
increased in future rather than dimin- 
ished. 


Judge Tracy made this formal 
nouncement Friday morning from 
bench. 

‘Violations of the speed ordinance by 
automobiles are increasing rather than 
decreasing,’’ said Judge Tracy, after he 
had received the plea of guilty of James 
W. Bemis and Augustus C. Halsey, who 
were the rival drivers in a recent auto- 
mobile race which resulted in the severe 
injury of Mre. Herman A. Steinwender 
at Grand avenue and Pine street, by be- 
ing thrown from one of the machines. 
“The minimum fine for violations of 
the speed ordinance will hereafter be $25 
in this court, no matter what mitigating 
circumstances are urged. 

“I make the formal public an- 
nouncement now so that all persons 
who violate the ordinance may know 
what to expect. It is a frequently 
demonstrated fact that even where 
machines are operated in the city at 
a speed that does not exceed the stat- 
ute limitation it requires the greatest 
watchfulness to avoid accidents. 
Whero the speed limit is exceeded it 
is nothing more than good fortune 
that accidents are avoided. The lives 
of citizens cannot be endangered in 
this way. 

“I shall fine Mr. Bemis $10 and costs 
in the present instance,” said Judge 
Tracy, ‘‘and hereafter I give warning 
that no fine for automobile speeding will

Suburbanites Also Seek to 
Build Schoolhouse. 


Residents of “Pine Lawn, Council 
Grove, Hollywood, Kenwood and Edge- 
wood, new residence subdivisions west 
of St. Louis, are moving for fire pro- 
tection and school facilities.

Fortune From Austrian 
Uncle’s Estate. 


WAS COLLEGE PROFESSOR 





His Devotion to Study of Math- 
ematics Caused Him to 
Lose His Reason. 


A fortune of 200,000 kronen awaits 
the children of Mrs. Pauline Lust- 


kandi, living in two rooms in the rear 
of 1519 South Seventh street, as heirs 
of Wentzel Lustkandl, hofrath pro- 
fessor, in Vienna, Austria. 

They are to receive this amount, 
equal to $40,000, from a relative who 
never saw them nor their parents in 
life, but who kept up a correspond- 
ence with them until madness brought 
forgetfulness to him. He died with- 
cut making a will and his estate of 
600,000 kronen is to go to his heirs at 
law, members of three families, the 
yn eran children to receive one- 

rd. 

Rudolph Lustkandl. father of the 
children, who died in 1904, was born in 
this country, but his father taught him 
to have great respect for his uncle in 
Vienna, who was a mathematician and 
Scientist of reputation. After the 
death of his father Rudolph Lustkanu! 
kept up the correspondence which had 
been carried on by his father with his 
uncle in Vienna and when photographs 
ot his wife and children were. sent 
across the sea the learned and wealthy 
uncle manifested his interest and gooa- 
Will in a substantial way. 

After the death of Lustkandl, who 
WaS 4@ painter, the correspondence was 
kept up by Mrs. Lustkandl. A purpose 
to write to her was one of the |jast 
tuings to which the uncle gave rational 
expression. 

‘Tomorrow I must write to America,” 
he said one day in January, but the 
next day reason fled. His mind gave 
way under the strain which he had im- 
posed on it all his life by his applica- 
tion tO mathematical and = scientific 
problems. 

Leaving a restaurant the next da he 
forgot to take along a bundle of eucurt 
ties representing thousands of kronen. 
Messengers of the restaurant proprietor, 
taking the papers to the modest apart- 
ments in which the professor, a bache- 
lor, had lived for years, found him out 
of his mind. He repudiated the securt- 
ules and would not accept them. He 
was induced to go with the messengers 
to his banker, and there denied all 
knowledge of his securities. In a short 
time he was raving mad, and he never 
regained his reason. He died in June 
at the age of 75 years. 

Mrs. Lustkandl was advised that the 
estate would be distributed to the heirs 
and that her children would receive one- 
third. Under the advice of Attorney 
Hugo Muench, she is taking the neces- 
Sary preliminary steps. 

As four of the five children are minors 
she has been appointed executor for 
them and has given bond. The minor 
children are Paula, aged 14; William. 12: 
Dora, 11, and Jacob, 6. The oldest 
daughter, Josie, is 18. 

Although there seems to be no ques- 
tion about the Inheritance coming to 
the children, Mrs. Lustkand] is practical 
about it and is not encouraging them to 
build air castles yet. Though life has 
sometimes heen hard for them, since 
the death of the father and husband, 
they have been a happy family tn their 
humble, but neat home.

In 1901 there were 1833 deaths of children less 
than one year old in St. Louis. The number rose to 
1914 in 1903 and fell to 1815 in 1904, while in 1905 
there were but 1633 babies sacrificed. As com- 
pared with 1901 the record of 1905 shows a‘decrease 
of just 200, but it must be borne in mind that the 
population of the city increased remarkably in that 
period and the saving is therefore much greater. 
The total deaths of all ages increased nearly 1500 
in that period. The reason for the decline of infant 
mortality is obviously to be found in the work of 
the Pure Milk Commission, which began to be effect- 
ive in 1905. The record for 1906 will show a greater 
saving of infant lives, for the work has been en- 
larged through the increase in the Post-Dispatch 
Free Ice and Pure Milk Fund. If ample supplies of 
money were available the loss of babies might be 
reduced to the minimum, or about 30 per cent of the 
1901 total. Science has demonstrated that this may 
be accomplished.

Clear, accurate in- 
formation and concerted action against powerful 
counter influences are necessary to its just and ef- 
fective use. No man ought to be condemned with- 
out definite proof. The best proof of criminality— 
the only certain proof—is conviction upon sufficient 
evidence submitted in court.” 

To insure the justice of the social boycott the 
criminal rich should be branded with the brand of 
the criminal poor, the proper brand of all criminality 
—close-clipped hair and striped clothes, Society 
would make no mistake in boycotting wealthy per- 
sons with short hair and striped suits—everl if the 
stripes were fashionable and the hair cut by a ton- 
sorial artist.

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PROBLEMS FOR MEDICAL SCIENCE. 


Modern surgical skill has performed so many 
wonders that it is not absurd to cherish the hope 
that it may, in time, banish deformity and greatly 
diminish the number of the insane. Cases of surgi- 
cal removal of causes of insanity are frequent. 

But the outlook in medical science is not so en- 
couraging. With the exception of the discovery of 
new anesthetics, the progress in medical knowledge 
has not been great. The most terrible diseases, 
such as, plague, cholera, yellow fever and leprosy 
have not been robbed of their mystery and power. 
The discovery that a certain mosquito causes the 
spread of yellow fever can hardly be classed as a 
medical discovery. The biologists are almost united 
in the belief that cancer is nothing more than ab- 
normal cell growth, but up to this date no one has 
found a remedy for such abnormal growth. 

That this limitation in medical knowledge offers a 
tempting field to the investigator is shown in an 
absorbingly interesting article in the coming Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch. The discovery of a true remedy 
for one of the dreaded diseases will not only bring 
undying fame, but a vast fortune to the man or 
woman who makes it. The very wealthy are not 
exempt from such diseases, and are ready to sacri- 
fice millions for a cure. In the case described, 
neither education, intellect nor great wealth have 
been able to bring relief. It is a discouraging ex- 
ample of man’s helplessness. But perhaps this case 
may be the turning point. Will not the wand of 
gold open a door to this secret of nature?

Nobody questions his motives or his 
sincerity. ‘I don’t consider that it 
is my salary that is under considera- 
tion,” he said.

I am 
a candidate for re-election, but that 
{is not saying that I will be elected. 
It is the salary of the office that I 
am opposed to increasing. 

“I am opposed to it as a private 
citizen and a tax payer, not as the 
incumbent of the office and the as- 
pirant for re-election. Consistency 
requires that I oppose such an in- 
crease. 

“When I was a member of the 
Board of Supervisors I voted repeat- 
edly against increasing the salary of 
this office. The fact that I now hold 
the office does not change the situa- 
tion. Nothing has occurred to cause 
me to change my view. 

“I believe the work of the office 

will be performed as ably and $con- 
scientiously for $2000 as for $2500. 
- “I don’t believe the difference in 
salary would make any difference in 
the quality of the work. I don’t be- 
lieve, as a citizen of the county, that 
the county should pay $2500 for work 
which it can have done for $2000.
